Moreover they are expect- 
ed now-a-days, by many, not only to be men of 
half"a dozen lives or more, but to spend a pretty 
fair proportion ef one life in laboring in the gar- 
den or the tield, in order to preserve their health. 

{ would not be too severe on people of course, 
but I think that while we expect too much, a 
great deal too much, of :any other professions, 
the common schoolmaster for example, requiring 
even of him to make bricks without giving him 
straw, itis only of the minister that we require 
absolute impossibilites. Of him, however, we 
are certainly apt to make demands which not only 
border upon impossibility, but which were actually 
impossible even for an angel.—William 01. lcott’s 
Sabbath School as it should be.

oured to point Lim tothe Saviour. He then said, 
“IT have just arrived at Nantucket, in the ship 
P ; from a three years’ whaling voyage, 
which has been the most fortunate I ever m ade; 
not that we obtained more oil than usual, but the 
Lord was pleased to pour out his Spirit on board, 
and four of us, I trust, chose the ‘good part.”

a STRANGE KIND OF RICHES, 


Some years ago, a number of poor men made a 


discovery of a species of property having various 
striking peculiarities It differed totally from any 
that wealthy men in general at that time possessed. 
The poor men made no secret, as discoverers usual- 
ly do, of what they had found out; but opened 
their whole hearts to all the world, and gave every 
living being an equal chance with themselves to 
become rich.

Part of the wood work about it however took fire 


from the Aying cinders, and, as the doors were of 


wood, fears were entertained, thet the fire would 
be communicated to the valuable instruments with- 
in. They sueceeded, however, in soon extinguish- 
ing it, and secured the building for the remainder 
of the time, by a drapery of carpets and blankets, 
which, in spite of the suffocating smoke, and amid 
a shower of burning cinders, the students kept 
eoostantly wet till the danger was over. 

It was hoped for a time, that, while the interior 
of the bulding was consumed, the walls might re- 
main, but during the night they crumbled and fell, 
and the next morning sun shone on a few tottering 
chimneys alone, and these were soon pulled down, 
as it was considered dangerous to let them remain : 
all, save one, whieh now towers alone to mark the 
spot where the building once stood. 

The ground about the College, which had been 
the care and pride of the students composing the 
Landseape Gardening Association, are now one 
scene of desolation. Fences are torn up, ahrabbery 
burnt and trampled under fuot, presenting an up 
pearance somewhat different from that which had 
excited the admiration of visitors at the late Com- 
Inencement. 

Sixty students were left by the loss of this build- 
ing without a shelter. Accommodations for the 
night were easily procured, hut permanent ones, it 
was feared, might be more difficult to be vbtained, 
in so amall a village. The inhabitants generally, 


however, showed great kindness. Spare chambers

They are now all provided fur, and every thing 
is going on as usual. Indeed, the interruption in 
the regular routine of duties was but slight. The 
prayer bell the next morning, it is true, sammoned 
the students to a Chapel, presenting rather a cu- 
rious appearance with its seattered bedding and fur- 
niture, and one or two recitations were of necessity 
omitted until the books could be recovered, but the 
regular exercises were soon resumed, and every 
thing is now orderly and quiet. 

The original cost of the building was from 12 to 
14,900 dollars, no trifling loss to a College of such 
small endowments, which has been kept from em- 
barrassment by its officers living upon salaries, 
which many a common school teacher would dis- | 
dain. A few years since, on finding that the funds | 
of the College were getting in arrears, the faculty 
met and voted, that they could not be connected | 
with « delinquent College, but would relinquish a| 
portion of their then small salaries, till the debt | 








should be paid. It was done, and at the time of 
| the late accident, the number of students was larg 
er, and the affairs of the college in a more prosper- 
| ous condition, than at any previous period.

THE PRODIGAL SAILOR | 
RETURNING TO HIS FATHER’S HOUSE. 
Extract of a litter from Rev. E. N. Sawtell, to the 
Sailor's Magazine, dated Havre, July 22, 1541 
“William /——, the subject of this memoir, 
was born in Wales, June 2&8, IR1G, of very re- 
epectable and pious parents. When quite a Jad, 
his father removed to one of the large commer- 
cial seaports in England, where his children were 
necessarily exposed to many of the temptations 
and vices peculiar to large cities, the effects of 
which soon became too apparent in the disposi 
tion and conduct of young William. Ata very 
early life he became associated with wicked and 
profligate bovs; and though often restrained and 
reproved, he hardened his neck, and became every 
day more and more deaf to the voice of parental 
authority, until, throwing off all restraint, he 
became the leader of the most reckless and aban- 
doned youth in the city. Often did his father 
talk and reason and plead with him, follow him 
into the streets, and cry after him with many 
tears; but al] to no purpose—his peaceful and 
quiet home was exchanged for the gin-shops ;
